Molesey  Urban  District  Council. 


Sir,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  you  with  the  following 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925,  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  I am  pleased  to  be  able 
to  state  the  general  health  of  the  District  compares  very 
favourably  with  past  years. 

The  neighbourhood  is  very  largely  a residential  one,  the 
occupation  of  the  working  classes  being  mostly  of  an  agri- 
cultural or  public  works  nature,  while  there  are  a few 
factories  and  workshops  employing  a number  of  workpeople. 

Housing.— A proper  record  of  all  housing  inspection  work, 
complaints,  nuisances,  and  infectious  diseases,  was  kept 
throughout  the  year,  and  details  of  all  work  done,  and  actions 
taken,  correctly  noted.  This  will  be  found  set  out  in  the 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  question  of  overcrowding  has  been  given  special 
attention,  every  means  being  resorted  to,  under  special  cir- 
cumstances, to  have  the  nuisances  abated  or  lessened. 

Eight  houses  have  been  erected  and  occupied  under  the 
Municipal  Housing  Scheme,  and  others  are  in  course  of  erection. 
One  house  was  converted  into  two  flats. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  consists  of  a part  time  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  a full  time  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  a Health 
Visitor,  who  regularly  visits  the  neighbourhood.  There  are 
also  two  qualified  Midwives  residing  in  the  District.

In  comparison  with  the  figures  for  1924,  under  this  heading, 
there  was  1 case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  8 of  Diphtheria,  and  6 (all 
forms)  of  Pneumonia. 

Vital  Statistics.— 1 'he  estimated  population  as  given  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  7317. 

Births. — During  the  year  121  births  (61  males  and  60  fe- 
males) were  notified.  This  gives  a birth  rate  per  1000  of  the 
population  of  16*53. 

The  birth  rate  for  London  was  18*0.  The  same  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  18*3.  The  1924  birth  rate  for  Molesey 
was  16*48. 

There  were  3 illegitimate  births  during  1925. 

Deaths. — During  the  year  84  deaths  (29  males  and  55  fe- 
males) occurred.  The  crude  death  rate  estimated  at  98  deaths 
per  1000  of  the  population,  was  13*39.  The  corrected  death 
rate  (estimated  by  deducting  the  number  of  non-residents  who 
died  in  Molesey  (5),  and  adding  the  number  of  residents  who 
died  in  other  districts  (36)  per  1000  of  the  population,  was 
therefore  11*46. 

The  Death  Rate  for  London  was  11*7,  the  same  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  12*2.  The  1924  Death  Rate  for 
Molesey  was  12*29. 

Infantile  Mortality.  — This  is  estimated  per  1000  registered 
births  under  the  age  of  1 year.  There  were  3 deaths  during 
1925.  Therefore  the  rate  was  24*87.  The  same  rate  for  1924 
was  57*37.

— Seven  death  were  reported  under  this  heading 
during  the  year,  of  which  2 were  males  and  5 females. 

Heart  Disease  . — Nine  deaths  occurred,  in  people  who  were 
past  middle  age  or  very  old. 


SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

Infectious  Disease. — There  are  no  arrangements  for  the 
home  nursing  of  measles  and  whooping  cough. 
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Fever. — The  Isolation  Hospital  is  situate  in  West  Molese'y, 
under  the  management  of  the  Public  Health  and  Isolation 
Hospital  Committee.  The  area  is  large  enough  to  permit  of 
the  extension  of  the  hospital  in  the  future,  should  it  be  found 
necessary.  At  present  there  is  sufficient  accommodation  for 
18  beds. 

Small  PoX; — The  Small  Pox  Hospital  is  at  Clandon,  and 
controlled  by  the  Surrey  County  Council,  Molesey  being  a 
Contributory  Authority,  payment  being  made  by  precept  to  the 
Surrey  County  Council. 

Infant  Welfare.—  r his  work  still  continues  in  a very 
satisfactory  manner  at  the  centre,  in  Manor  Hoad. 

The  Health  Visitor  (Nurse  R.  A.  Barnes)  attends  there 
regularly  each  Friday,  and  the  following  figures  show  the 
amount  of  work  carried  out,  the  attendance  being  as  follows  :

Sewage  and  Drainage.  The  Sewage  Farm  is  situate  on 
the  extreme  western  boundary  of  the  district,  and  is  under 
the  coiitrol  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor.  The  Sewage  is  treated 
on  precipitation  and  intermittent  downward  filtration  principles-. 

Water  Supply.  The  District  is  setved  by  the  tnains  of 
the  Metropolitan  Water  Board. 

Food  Supply-. — Special  attention  has  been  given  in  this 
matter  throughout  the  year  under  the  Meat  Regulations,  1925. 

In  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  details  are  given  of 
inspections  made,  and  unsound  food  destroyed. 

The  County  Authority  visited  Molesey  during  the  year,  and 
took  48  samples  of  food  stuffs.  Nine  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  or  deteriorated,  there  being  one  prosecution. 

Milk  Supply. — Special  visits  and  inspections  of  all  Cowsheds 
and  Dairy  Premises  was  made  during  the  year.  In  addition 
the  Council’s  Veterinary  Inspector  (Mr.  H.  Payne,  M.P-.C.VJS.) 
inspected  all  Dairy  Cattle,  and  his  reports  to  the  end  of 
December  last  are  as  follows  : — 

“ I have  examined  the  herds  of  Dairy  Cows  in  the  district  and 
certify  that  no  animal  is  affected  with,  or  shews  any  symptoms 
indicative  of  any  pathological  condition  which  would  render 
the  milk  unfit  for  human  consumption.” 
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Schools.—  ! hese  premises  were  visited  at  intervals,  and 
special  attention  given  to  sanitary  accommodation  lighting, 
and  ventilation. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  manner  in  which  Mr.  V.  C.  G.  Callen  carried  out  his  duties 
(luring  his  52  years  service  with  the  Council  as  their  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  him  for  his  cordial 
CO- operation  in  all  matters  appertaining  to  this  Department. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  for  his  ready 
assistance  throughout  the  year ; and  to  make  mention  of  the 
able  manner  the  Matron  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  Staff 
have  carried  out  their  work..

Frequent  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting  carcases  of  animals  at  the  time  of,  or 
immediately  after  slaughter. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  MEAT  REGULATIONS,  1925. 

From  time  to  time  throughout  the  year  the  various  premises 
in  the  district  occupied  by  Butchers,  Fishmongers,  and  other 
purveyors  of  perishable  foods  have  been  inspected,  with  a view 
of  detecting  any  articles  of  food  which  may  have  been 
deposited,  prepared,  or  exposed  for  sale,  and  which  were  unfit 
for  the  food  of  man. 
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The  premises  were  found  as  a rule  in  a clean  and  sanitary 
condition. 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  were  surrendered  by  the  owners  and  destroyed. 

195  lbs.  of  Beef. 

7 tins  of  Cocoa. 

A consignment  of  fish  roes. 

Attention  was  also  given  to  itinerant  vendors  serving  the 
district  ; and  all  stalls  supplying  refreshments  and  drin  ks  on 
race  days  and  other  busy  occasions  were  inspected. 

These  latter  inspections  would  be  greatly  facilitated  if  all 
vendors  dealing  with  food  for  human  consumption  were 
registered  with  the  Local  Authority. 

Milk  Supply. 

Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and  Wholesale  Purveyors  of

All  the  above  premises  were  regularly  inspected  and 
quarterly  reports  presented  to  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
your  Bye-laws  relating  to  these  premises  being  strictly  en- 
forced in  every  case.  The  usual  cleansing  work  to  all 
premises  was  carried  out. 

The  question  of  proper  registration  of  all  milk  vendors  from 
outside  areas  serving  Molesey  was  given  attention. 

Bakehouses.

All  premises  were  maintained  in  a clean  and  sanitary 
condition,  the  usual  cleansing  work  periodically  carried  out  on 
request. 

Isolation  Hospital,  d'he  Steam  Disinfector  was  subject  to 
the  usual  two  thorough  examinations  by  the  Insurance 
Company,  and  their  Surveyor’s  Report  presented  to  the 
Hospital  Committee. 

Tents  and  Caravans,  etc. 

This  class  of  premises  was  again  on  the  increase  this  year, 
special  attention  being  given  to  same  and  frequent  visits  and 
inspections  being  made.  The  contents  of  your  bye-laws  en- 
forced in  all  cases. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses  and  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  none  at  present  in  Molesey. 

Schools. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  in  Elementary  and  Private 
Schools  in  the  district,  special  attention  being  given  to 
sanitation,  cleanliness  and  ventilation. 

Bat  Week. 

This  matter  was  given  attention,  a special  meeting  was 
convened  by  the  County  Authority,  a lecture  delivered  by  their 
special  representative;  the  district  circularized  and  much  other 
propaganda  work  organised  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  need  of 
combined  action  to  eradicate  or  lessen  this  pest. 

Generally. 

Public  conveniences,  piggeries,  stabling,  yard  premises  and 
public  passage  ways  were  also  inspected. 

The  proper  conveyance  of  offensive  matter  through  the 
District  was  given  special  attention.
